Tex t of the Lesson, Matt, x x v ii, 15-50 
Memory Verses, 41, 42—Golden Tex t. 
Isa. Ini, 5—Co mmentary Prepared by 
Rev . D. M. Stearns. 
W e have come to the last scene in 
th e greatest event in history, and we 
can scarcely do more than read it and 
w rite i t 
Yes, we can believe it firmly, 
and our hearts can say: 
“All for me— 
for my sins. 
He was wounded for my 
transgressions, bruised for my iniqui­ 
ties. 
He hath redeemed me from the 
curse of the law, being made a curse 
for me.** 
Since the death of Abel all 
th a t h are lived on the earth and have 
passed off it have, w ith but tw o ex cep­ 
tions, gone by dying; but, of a/ll the 
millions upon millions of deaths, there 
never was one like this. 
Of all the 
others each died because of sin, for 
there had been no death if there had 
been uo sin. 
But this m an had no sin. 
H e knew no sin. 
He died for our sins. 
All others had to die—they could not 
help it. 
This man laid dow n his life 
of his own accord. 
No one could take 
it from Him (John x , 17. IS). 
All oth­ 
ers w ere ordinary m ortals, but this 
m an lived before the world was. 
He 
talked 
w ith 
Adam and 
Eve, 
with 
Enoch and Noah and A braham and the 
patriarchs, with Moses and Joshua and 
David. 
H e made them all and all 
things. 
H e was God m anifest in the 
flesh. 
H e still lives, and He will come 
again, and all who have ever lived 
m ust give account to Him. 
Let us re­ 
m em ber these things as we m editate 
upon Him. 
In the lesson of tw o weeks ago we 
left Him before Pilate, accused by the 
Jew s as an evildoer and by them de­ 
livered to the Itom an governor to be 
put to death. 
He had passed a sleep­ 
less night—a nigbt of the m ost cruel 
abuse at the hands of H is torm entors. 
I t was now early morning, and Pilate, 
persuaded th a t he was an innocent 
m an, had m ade five attem pts to release 
Him, for he knew th a t for envy the 
chief priests had delivered*® in (verse 
18). 
It w as the custom to release a 
prisoner at this feast, one whom they 
m ight select, and he suggested th at he 
should release Jesus 
who Is called 
Christ. 
His w ife had sent him a mes­ 
sage urging him to have nothing to do 
w ith th a t just man, for she had suf­ 
fered many things in a dream because 
of Him. 
M eantim e the chief priests 
and elders were perusading the people 
to ask for the release of a very wicked 
man, a notable prisoner called Barab- 
bas, a m urderer. So when Pilate made 
his seventh and last attem pt to release 
Jesus and asked w hether it should be 
Jesus or B arabbas they asked 
for 
Barabbas. Listen to P eter after Pente­ 
cost concerning this: 
*‘Ye delivered 
Him up and denied Him in the pres­ 
ence of Pilate when be was determ ined j 
to let Him go. 
But ye denied the IIo!y 
One and the Just and desired a miir- 
derer to be granted unto you and | 
killed the Prince of Life” (Acts iii. 13 
13). 
W hen Pilate asked. “Whiit shall j 
I do. then, with Jesus who is called 
C hrist?” their united and persistent 
cry was, “ Let Him be crucified!” 
Pi­ 
late then took w ater and washed his 
hands before the m ultitude, saying: “ I 
am innocent of the blood of this just 
person See ye to it.” Then they cried. 
‘‘H is blond be on us and on our chil 
dren" (verses 24. 23). So Pilate, willing 
to content the people, released Barab- 
ba« scourged Jesus and delivered Him 


to be crucified. 
W hat can any follower of Jesus ex ­ 
pect In a world whose highest civil and 
religious authorities so treated the Son 
of God? 
It is the sam e evil world. 
Religion, so called, has no more use 
for Jesus C hrist than the Jew s had. 
The civil authorities have no respect 
for Him beyond lifting their hats to 
Him for the sake of politeness, and the 
devil is the one who is really worship­ 
ed, and he is the father of lies and a 
m urderer. 
Stay, if you can, and see 
w hat followed as the Holy One is de­ 
livered 
to 
their 
will. 
A fter 
being 


he may clothe rrtmso;r. T his principle 
should also apply to the C hristian min­ 
isters. 
Why should they by clerical 
dress be distinguished from others, ex ­ 
cept upon occasions when they are per 
form ing purely m inisterial duties? 
Do 
judges w ear their robes upon the street 
and in public places that they may say. 
“ I am a judge?” 
In so doing they 
would m ake a laughingstock of them ­ 
selves. Im agine a refined and cultured 
man in these days of buttons and 
badges w earing a badge with the in­ 
scription “ I am a gentlem an” upon it. 
It would at once stam p him as a snob, 
scourged the soldiers strip Him, put on ! C ulture and refinem ent do not need to

Him a scarlet robe, crown Him with ' 
thorns, mock Him, sm ite Him on the j 
head, spit upon Him, remove the robe, 
put His own clothes on Him and lead 
Him aw ay to crucify Him. 
At first 
H e bore the cross; then they compelled 
Simon the Cyrenian to bear it. And so 
they go forth, two m alefactors led 
with Him to be put to death, a great 
company following and some wailing 
women, 
to 
whom 
be 
spake 
some 
weighty words. 
They reach Golgotha, 
and quickly the cruel work is done. 
The Son of God is crucified and a title 
placed over his head in H ebrew , Greek 
and Latin, “Jesus of N azareth, the 
K ing of the Jew s.” 
T hat was about 9 
a. m. on the most aw ful day th at earth 
ever saw . 
They reviled Him as He 
hung there bearing my sins. 
They 
railed on Him, they mocked Him, until 
about noon the sun shone no longer 
and there was darkness over all the 
land until about 3 p. m.. when lie cried 
w ith a loud voice and said, “ Father, 
into Thy hands I Commend my spirit,” 
and He was gone. 
The earth quaked, 
the rocks rent, graves were opened, 
and in the tem ple In the city the veil 
which separated the holy place from 
the most holy was rent in tw ain from 
the top to the bottom. 
Consider all 
the Scriptures fulfilled by these events. 
Give heed to Ilis seven sayings from 
the cross and in the first three see 
forgiveness and glory and all we need 
while here on earth w aiting for His 
kingdom to come.

There is no need scarcely to argue 
the question th at there should be a 
difference between a C hristian and oth­ 
ers who are not Christians. 
One is 
ruled suprem ely by the will of God 
aud possesses the mind and spirit of 
Christ. 
The other does not possess 
these characteristics, and hence there 
is a wide separation between them. 
The very essence of C hristianity is sep­ 
aration 
and consequently difference 
from the other people of the world. 
One becomes a C hristian by being call­ 
ed of God to separate him self from 
“the world, the flesh and tlie devil,” 
which are for the m ost part the asso­ 
ciations of non-Christians. 
Being call­ 
ed of God to separation, the C hristian 
has im planted w ithin him a new prin­ 
ciple of life, which widely separates 
him from others. 
Therefore in his 
thoughts, his beliefs, his w ords aud 
deeds the C hristian m ust be different 
from others. 
The difference is not one of form. 
It does not consist in w earing different 
costum es or dress. 
The P uritan garb 
never m ade a Christian. 
The most 
wicked and sinful of men could have 
easily possessed and worn one of them. 
The C hristian has no reason to dress 
differently from any other people. 
In 
fact, such m ethods of m anifesting their 
difference from others often sm acks too 
much of a possible insincerity.

Millions of rectangles of lithograph 
and tinsel in form of picture post­ 
cards are flooding Indiana now as the 
Christmas season 
approaches, 
but 
this year most of the holiday post­ 
cards one receives will be American 
made. 
Until the Payne-Aldrich tariff was 
passed nearfy every colored post­ 
card sold in this city, whether it was 
a picture of a French maid engaged 
in a spooning match, or a view of the 
roufijihjouse, wad manufactured across 
the big pond. 
But this 
Christmas 
neither the Kris-Kringle views or the 
pictures of the court house will come 
from Europe. 
Not even 
the 
most 
common of cards will have the words 
“ made in Germany.” 
They will be 
made in New York or, mayhap in In ­ 
diana. 
The Payne-Aldrich bill put a tariff 
of $2 per thousand on Geiman cards 
and recently it has been discovered 
the imported cards are being gradu­ 
ally discontinued. 
No less than 100 
American 
postcard 
manuacturer 
have jumped into prominence in the 
business since the bill was passed, 
and among them is one large one in 
Indianapolis, which is performing ev­ 
ery process. 
According to Indiana­ 
polis dealers it will not be long be­ 
fore American manufacturers control 
all of the trade in color cards on this 
continent. 
This, despite the fact that 
the German cards are far sujiprior to 
the American made ones. 
The Ger­ 
mans excel through 
cheaper 
labor, 
better card board, and even climate 
which fav o rs color printing, and a 
disposition to take more time to the 
work. 
An idea of the enormity of the busi­ 
ness at Christmas 
time 
is 
gained 
through the fact that an Indianapo­ 
lis factory is making $12,000.000 of 
one series, the principal 
picture 
of 
which is a frog, accompanied by the 
words “ I'm croaking to 
hear 
from 
you.” These are sent to many states 
but one firm of jobbers trading mere­ 
ly in Indiana will handle 1,500,000 
cards before New Years.
